Celebration Of 
Russian Revolt 
Held Over World 


By The Associated Press. 


Communists around the 
world 


joined Russia today In celebrating 
the Soviet Union's 32nd birthday, 
the anniversary of the 1917 revolu- 
tion. 
In Moscow thousands of troops, 
tanks and pianos paraded for hours 
today across Red Square. From 
the reviewing stand ntop Lenin's 
tomb the Soviet minister of armed 
forces, Marshal Alexander M. Va- 
silevsky, told his people to "fight 
still harder for the further growth 
of the might of our state." 
Top political and military chiefs 
accused the United States of fo- 
menting a new blood bath of war 
designed to make the world an 
American colony. 
The main attack was made last 
night by 
Communist 
Politburo 
member Goorgl M. Malonkov, who 
assorted that such a war would 
mean an end to capitalism In tho 
world. 
It was echoed today by Vasllev- 
sky, who spoke briefly from atop 
the tomb where tho Russian rev- 
olution's chief hero, Nikolai Lenin, 
lies In state In a glass coffin. 
Vasllovsky accused "warmongers" 


of pursuing a "policy of aggression 
and unleashing of new wars." 
Vasilevsky reviewed thousands 


of Russian foot soldiers, tanks and 
motorized weapons streaming for 
hours through Rod Square.

Located midway between Bloo- 


ming Grove and Frost, on State 
Highway 22, the Thompson farm 
will be given an up-to-date ag- 


ricultural treatment that normal- 
ly would require five years of 
work. 
Large amounts of modern farm 


Implements, furnished by business 
men, 
will be put into operation, 


Agricultural officials will vacate 
their desks and offices to don 
overalls and mount tractors. 
The "Farm Improvement Day" 


project, first of its kind in the 
county, will feature tho demon- 
stration of applying needed Improve- 
ment practices. And It will be a 
lesson to farmers, teaching them 
tho advantages of protecting the 
soil and building up the land.

which deals with the matter 
from the point of view of the 
elder brother whose own life 
and that 
of his 
parents 


are rendered all but unbear- 
able by the condition of the 
younger man in the family. 
It is true that the book is 
fiction and the characters 
fictional, but these imagined 
characters are all dealt with 
in a manner which bears the 
stamp of truth. The state 
which in the book deals so 
inadequately with its patient 
is Virginia, but there is hard- 
ly a state in the union 
which deals much more ably 
with these sorrowful and 
trouble-making people. 


Such patients present, in- 


deed, problems all but insol- 
uble. But help if possible for 
many of them—cure for 
some, assistanc3 for others. 
And for those beyond cure, 
beyond aid, beyond any pos- 
sible normal living, some 
•way of life must He found 
which will keep , them 
as 


comfortble 
and 
useful as 


possible, keep them from de- 
stroying by their abnormal- 
ities the families from which 
they came. 


It is a hopeful sign to find 


fiction stories about them; 
for people will read the 
story of 
human interest 


where they_jvill not read the 
(scientific tome. And when 
they understand the 
prob- 


lems they will demand bet- 
ter solutions than any which 
;have yet been found in pub- 
lic care. These matters need 
attention.

YUKON GOLD STRIKE 
It is reported that a new 


gold strike has been made 
along the Yukon River just 
north of the Arctic Circle. 
Prospectors are going in by 
plane, carrying picks and 
shovels, as did their pred- 
ecessors who had to make it 
on foot or by dog-sled. 


The passage of time has 


brought many changes since 
the first Yukon gold rush in 
the nineties, but the psychol- 
ogy of the typical prospector 
remains the same. The fasci- 
nation of the search for the 
yellow metal is such that no 
matter how meager the act- 
ual rewards it is pursued 
with passion. Many a gold 
digger, had he applied him- 
self to the kind of work 
which keeps the world go- 
ing, could have made more 
money Vith less effort. That 
prospectig for gold satisfies 
the gambling instinct and a 
love of adventure is perhaps 
the secret of its fascination. 


Not until spring, say ex- 


perts, can it be guessed 
whether" the hardships of 
those who design the new 
Yukon strike will uncover 
enough gold to affect mate- 
rially the amount to be stow- 
ed away at Fort Knox next 
year. The old-time prospec- 
tor is now just someone who 
may occasionally find gold. 
Moat of the world's gold is 
mined from large deposits, 
by m o d e r n mechanical 
means. 


COFFEE 


It is time somebody told 


Americans for sure whether 
or not there is a prospect for 
a reduced supply of coffee. 
Scarcely a day goes by with- 
out someone making a pub- 
lic statement either that cof- 
fee is about to become a 
luxury or that there is pos- 
itively no danger of any 
shortage. 


This sort of thing is tin- 


nerving. Coffee is the main- 
stay on which the citizen de- 
pends to keep him awake 
through an overlong evening 
at the, card table and to gat 
him going again next 
next 


morning when the alarm 
clock bids him be off to 
work. It lends warmth to his 
lunch of sandwiches and 
provides an excuse for get- 
ting out of the office for a 
few minutes in mid-morning 
and mid-afternoon. In short, 
coffee is important in Ameri- 
can life.

The need of old people 


for a sense of stability in a 
frighteningly

world was pointed out by a 
Chicago 
social w o r k e r ,

maintaining the indigent eld 
erly in their own homes, in 
stead of supporting them in

medical and nursing care 
during illness. The gain in 
terms of happiness and com- 
fort for these old people is 
great and the expense is of- 
ten no more than with insti- 
tutional care. 


Equal in importance with 


the sense of stability result- 
ing from this system is the 
increased self-respect which 
follows 
individual 
treat- 


ment. The institutional pa- 
tient in many cases feels 
that he has lost his identity, 
and with it his reason for liv- 
ing. Here care of the aged 
is appropriate in a country 
which emphasizes the im- 
portance of the individual. 


EMPIRE OF THE PAST 
Many modern things go 


back very far. Communists 
use the clenched fist as a 
symbol of purpose or gas- 
ture of greeting. 
This ges- 


ture has now been declared 
by Italian archaeologists to 
go back to an almost forgot- 
ten people of the past, the 
Hittites. 


The Hittites will be re- 


called by Old Testament 
readers as coupled with the 
Amalekites, the 
Jebusites 


and various other tribes with 
whom the ancient Hebrews 
had encounters. No passage 
in the Old Testament singles 
out any one of these tribes 
as more important than the 
rest. But in recent years it 
has been concluded that the 
Hittites had one of the gre&t 
empires of ancient times, 
ranking in importance with 
Assyria, 
Babylonia 
and 


Egypt. Their domain was 
eastern Asia Minor, their pe- 
riod from 2500 B, C. to 850 
B. C. Some of their many rec- 
ords, in the wedge-shaped or 
cuneiform style of writing 
which they borrowed from 
Babylonia, have been read; 
others in a picture script are 
still mysterious. 


The clepched fist is not 


the only twentieth century 
survival of the Hittites. The 
Austrio - Hungarian empire, 
whose life of many centuries 
ended in World War I, had 
as its symbol a double eagle, 
a sign going back to the Hit- 
tities. 


THE PEOPLE'S RIGHT 
Presumably the crisis in 


coal and steel supply has 
been allowed to develop as 
an alternate to any interfer- 
ence with the rights of labor 
and management to suspend 
operations while they settle 
their disputes. It is stoutly 
maintained that there is a 
fundamental right to strike 
which must not be taken 
away from labor; this is the 
right of labor to refuse to 
work under conditions im- 
posed by an employer. If this 
right is fundamental, then 
there is a corresponding 
right of the employer to shut 
down his plant; it is his right 
to refuse to operate under 
conditions imposed by labor. 
One right is as defensible as 
the other. Both of these 
rights are in fact exercised 
in the United States today. 


There is a third right 


which must be considered. It 
is the right of the people to 
demand adequate produc- 


tion of goods. The people 
have a right to insist that 
the employer and workers of 
any industry either main- 
tain production adequate to 
meet the normal demands on 
that industry, or step out of 
the picture and let others 
take over. 
Both labor's 


right to strike and the em- 
ployer's right to shut down, 
as they have developed in in- 
dustry today, are rights to 
interrupt production while 
maintaining the monopoly of 
production. How can these 
two rights be reconciled 
with the third right of peo- 
ple, the right to an adequate 
supply o! goods? 


The question of adjusting 


these three rights to each 
other must be faced. Taken 
alone these are rights of 
special groups, and special 
group rights are defensible 
only when they can be inte- 
grated into the whole pat- 
tern of national welfare. 


WHERE AMERICANS 


AGREE 


"The 
government could 


never be properly adminis- 
tered 
until the 
laboring 


classes were reduced to a 
livelihood 
of herrings and 


potatoes" is cheerful senti- 
ment uttered, surprisingly 
enough, by an American. 
This was not, however, in 
the present day. The edtior 
of Niles' Weekly Register, 
the leading magazine of the 
first half of the nineteenth 
century, wrote that these 
words were uttered in his 
presence by an un-named 
United States senator. In 
those days senators were 
elected by state legislatures, 
not by popular vote. It is 
hard to imagine an utterance 
which would more surely 
doom its speaker to defeat 
today. 


To do our politicians jus- 


tice, they believe in dem- 
ocracy as well as praise it. 
An anti-democratic remark 
like the above might have 
been possible in 1816 when 
the nation was still young, 
but has long been inconceiv- 
able here. This is one respect 
in which all factions are in 
accord. 
RECOVERY 'sHORTCOM. 


INGS 


As Paul G. Hoffman re- 


turned to Europe and his 
tasks there as head of the 
Economic Co-Operation Ad- 
ministration, it was report- 
ed that he went prepared to 
telj the Marshall plan na- 
tions that they must increase 
their efforts to help them- 
selves, to 
overcome the 


shortcomings which inter- 
fere with recovery. Congress 
made the present appropria- 
tion for aid to Europe with 
grumbling, and it is clear 
that.unless Europe by next 
year has shown more rapid 
progress there may be diffi- 
culty in getting further ap- 
propriations. 


Hoffman was expected to 


tell European leaders thai 
they must increase 
jbheir 


help to each other, must 
trade more 'freely among 
themselves and with more 
calculated effort to meet 
specific need*. .Clearly thia 


is so; Europe cannot stand 
on its own feet unless there 
is mutual help within its own 
family. He also was expect- 
ed to tell European leaders 
that they must export more 
goods to America, to earn 
dollars to pay for their im- 
ports. This recommendation 
must be somewhat confusing 
to Europeans, when every 
attempt to sell more goods 
in America is met by loud 
outcries and 
demands for 


protection from the Ameri- 
can makers and sellers of 
goods with which the Euro- 
pean products would com- 
pete. Not all of the short- 
comings of • international 
trade are on the European 
side. 


It is hard to dispute the 


two basic recommendations 
to European nations—give 
more help to each other, ex- 
port more to America. Ex- 
cept by following them Eu- 
rope can hardly regain eco- 
nomic stability. It should be 
noted as well that a certain 
amount of co-operation by 
Americans is Required. 


It is constantly amazing 


how many things which 
seemed of great importance 
yesterday can be cast aside 
today for others which now 
look more important.

Teague Appeals 
For Policies To 
Prevent New War 


Preparedness Urged 
As One Means Of 
Averting Conflict 


•Teace Is possible." 
But it Is up to the individual, 
Congressman Olin E. Teague told 
more than 100 persons Friday mor- 
ning at the Eleventh Avenue Me- 
thodist church. He addressed the 
Corsicana Council of Church Wo- 
men ,who were observing World 
Community Day. 
"Peace Is not something you 


can buy," he declared. "Peace Is 
within the Indlvidaul." 
Warning that "All of ns will 


lose in a futuro war," the Sixth 
District representative urged an 
efficient preparedness program. 
"I don't believe we would have 


been In World War II If we had 
been prepared," ho declared. "We 
must have a police force to have 
world peace." 
Teague said it was a difficult 
road to peace, but that peace Is 
possible despite the common say- 
ing that "there'll always be wars." 
A purple heart 
war veteran, 


Teague opened his address with 
a discussion of the American gov- 
ernment, which he praised as the 
world's best. 
"I was mentally asleep until I 


got in the war. But as soon as I 
landed-on the Normandy beaches, 
I got to thinking and wondering 
why we have wars; and I was de- 
termined to find out about our 
government." 
In Washington as a congress- 


man now, Teague said he believed 
"in all- sincerity that we have a 
good government. It isn't perfect. 
There is lots of criticism—much 
of it Justified. But most of the 
men in Waahnigton want to do 
what's right." 
Teaguo Intimated that ncws- 


. papers play up stories of n sen- 
sational nature, such as the 
"five percenters," but do not con- 
sider good service and sincere 
efforts as news stories. 
' "We have a much better gov- 
ernment than most people believe," 
he added. 
.Emphasizing the power of wo- 


men,, the' congressman said "Wo- 
men will play a b'rr part if wo are 
to •' have world peace." He said 
they could do much to instill peace 
'thoughts in tho minds of their 
friends and neighbors. 
The people of the world—being 
human beings Just like Americans 
—-.don't want war, Teaguo said. 
Looking back at the past cen- 
tury's progress, he asked his au- 
dience' how progress, particularly 
In America, was bought about. 


"Tho answer Is simple—so simple 


In fact, that wo overlook it" he 
said. "We've used physical and 
mental energy more and better 
than any other peoples 
of 
the 
world. Why? The answer is free- 
dom."Only people with freedom 
can make progress as wo have, 
'done. So It follows that our first 


, 
responsibility is to preserve the 
freedom we have,"

Russian Attack On Yugoslavia Nay 
Bring U. S. Into War, Landrum Says

"If Russia attacks Yugoslavia I 


think well go to war," Columnist 
Lynn Landrum told tho Navarro 
County Fox nnd Wolf Hunters As- 
sociation Friday night. 
Speaking on America's 
foreign 
policy, the Dallas newspaperman 
told a crowd of over 300 persons 
at the Charlie Davis farm—site of 
tho hunters' annual meeting—that 
the United States Is now telling the 
world: 


"Wherever free people ore Im- 
periled, we'll come to the aid of 
those people." 


Landrum continued: 
"Wo believe a nation's people 
have the right to make their own 
cholco. We don't care what typo 
of Communism they have—Just so 
It Isn't exported. 
"The iron curtain 
must 
stay 


where It is and not come any fur- 
ther." 


The speaker explained, In Inter- 


preting the foreign policy, 
that 


America Is defending Tito of Yugo- 
slavia, nnd sending him materials 
like gasoline and airplanes because 
tho U. S. believes Tito's commun- 
sits have n right to govern them- 
selves ns they please—within the 
boundaries of their nation. 
"Are we fighting dictatorships? 
he asked. "I don't think so. We 


are merely saying 'you shall not 
export slavery and dictatorship!" 
Terming Russia too weak to wngp 
war at present, Landrum reported 
the Soviets still had not rehabili- 
tated themselves from the destruc- 
tion created by German Nazis In 
the last war. 


Landrum 
quickly 
traced 
the 
world's history of power from the 
"Golden Age" of Greece, through 
the 
Roman Empire, British sea 


power in enforcing the 
Monroe 


Doctrine and on up to the Truman 
Doctrine which ho said will 
go 
down in history. 


"After 
the 
Spanish-American 


war," 
ho declared, "we learned we 


were a world power. After World 
War I wo were recognized as a 
world power; and with World War 
II wo accepted tho responsibility 
that goes with thnt power." 
_, 
Tho Dallas News columnist ad- 
vocated a world 
government, 


which he said was necessary If 
world peace Is to be attained. 
"Besides this pnst 
power wo 


have," he declared, "we have a mor- 
al leadership recognized all over 
tho world. The world la looking 
to you and me for leadership." 


Using the words of the late Pres- 


ident Roosevelt, the speaker con- 
cluded: 


"Indeed, \ve have a 
rcndevous 
with destiny."

Legume Program 
Increases Yield 


H. A. (Dutch) Slaughter of Pur- 


don Is convinced that the practice 
of applying phosphate and seeding 
winter legumes will just about dou- 
ble crop yields on his farm. 
In a "news report" to Ralph Ev- 
ans, co-ordlnator of the Navarro 
County Vocational. Training School, 
W. H. Butler, Instructor of the Cor- 
sicana No, 1 class, disclosed that 
Slaughter began his winter legumo 
program In tho fall of 1946. 
The 
GI student got a cotton yield the 
next year of 64 pounds per two 
rows where good vetch was grown, 
and only 32 pounds where poor, 
unfertilized strips of vetch were 
grown. 


The 1948 yield of corn, on '-the 
same land, followed closely the 
previous year's cotton yield, Butler 
reported. 


Slaughter again practiced the le- 
gume program in tho fall of 1948, 
achieving from one-half to three- 
quarters of a bale of cotton pet 
acre. 


"This student has cloarly shown 
through a period of three years 
that you can Increase yields on 
very poor land by growing winter 
cover, crops," Butler reported. "This 
block ot land had less than 100 
pounds of lint cotton per acre av- 
erage before he started growing 
cover crops."

For Athletes To

AUSTIN, Nov. T.—</P>—The In- 
lorscholastlc 
league's

mit to all members of the question 
of raising the age limit for ath- 
letes.
